Responding to your letter of July &th, 
Ferrer is correct in his statement that he has seen the 
name cf Henning on a medal of Jincoln's. I1 note below " 
descriptions of two varieties of this medal, from which 
you will, 1 think, decide that there can be no connection 
with John Henning cf whom you write. I have examined the 
pieces in our Museum collection, and the signature on the re- 
verse die is 'A.I.Henning’ and not ‘A.J.' as stated in the 
éescription. From King's ‘Lincoln in Numismatics’, published 
in the Numismatist for February 1924, you will note that the 
bust is inscribed with the abbreviated name of Henning's rpart- 
ner.
